Nancy Niemeyer admits recycling 

once the furthest thing from her mind. 
Was properly di sing of the leftover 
paint from a job ‘around the house. 

“T threw it in the trash can,’’ Niemeyer said 
of her easy but environmentally unsafe old 
habits. 

Now Niemeyer, of the Fenton area, has a 
quite different opinion about what to do with 
old paint. Her company, Paint Solutions, 1920 
S.. Vandeventer Ave., recycles more than 
10,000 llons of flat latex a year to individu- 
als and companies. It is the only such paint 
BP tas ig operation in the Midwest. 

“My one comment is, you can buy it and it 

will work great. People think that because it’s 
recycled it's not that good, but it works well 
for everything,’’ she said. 
_ “And the more they use it, people will real- 
ize it’s just as good as what you can get in a 
hardware store.” 
_ She also thinks abs priced! just as well, start- 
ing as low as $7 a gallon and going as high as 
$13 for some mixes. 

Niemeyer worked for an industrial paint 
roducer for more than 10 years before open- 
ing her business. She noticed when that com- 

pany produced a batch that failed to meet 
specifications, it worked a portion of it into a 
new batch. That made her wonder why paint 
rec; was not done more often.

Her company now has a branch near 
Seattle and is hoping to open another one on 
the east coast. 


Paint Solutions obtains its old paint from 
collections it manages around the area, often 
on Saturdays. In the fall it will offer collec- 
tions for residents of Ferguson and the Fioris- 
sant Valley Fire Protection District. As a part 
of the deal, Paint Solutions will give the resi- 
naar the chance to later claim recycled paint 
for free.

weigh the amount of trash each resident puts 
out for the once-weekly pickup. The trash 
truck is equip) with a computerized plat- 
form-type scale and uses a radio frequency 
indicator to record the name and address of 
the resident. 

The trash can is lifted by the truck’s 
mechanical arm, dumped onto the scale and 
held long enough to be electronically weighed. 
The trash is then dumped into the main 
receptacle to be compacted. 

Now, E&H is sendi out a dummy bill 
based on last year’s actual pickups at a sin- 
gle address. (Triplett said the name and 
address of the person have been covered so 
as not to embarrass that rson.) The bill 
shows the weight of the trash that on dis- 
carded and what the resident would have had 
to pay to have it dumped in a landfill. 

“People have called in and asked, “What 
does my trash weigh today?’ ”’ Triplett said. 

He said sending the dummy bill was meant

Drug raid nabs tiger cub

Drug Enforcement Adminis- 
tration (DEA) officers recently 
arrested nine suspects in 
Columbia and Granite City 
after finding in a drug raid 
illegal narcotics, big quantities 
of cash, weapons and a 
tiger cub, said an official from 
the U.S. Fish and Wildlife Ser- 
vice.

The old paint collected is 
‘taken to the company’s plant 
and dumped, according to col- 
or, into 275-gallon tanks; and 
sent-.to mixing tanks for the 
filtering of impurities.

Niemeyer said of the five-per- 
son staff’s efforts to gather 
every usable drop. 

After, filtering, the paint is 
tested for viscosity, hiding 
ability and ‘‘scrubbability.” It 
iS packaged in 5gallon cans. 
The process takes about two 
weeks.

“‘We’re starting to process a 
gray,’’ Niemeyer said. *‘We 
can make any color with an 
order of 50 gallons or more.”

Those 
wanting a semi-gloss can add 
$2 _a gallon to the price. 

Paint Solutions also has con- 
tracted with local schools and 
the city of St. Peters. Some of 
the paint has been used to cov- 
er over graffiti, she said. 


Her company has received 
subsidies from St. Louis Coun- 
ty government as well as the 
St. Louis-Jefferson Solid Waste 
Management District to offer 
the collections. The hope is to 
help people cut down on the 
amount of solid waste sent to 
landfills. 

While she believes her com- 
pany is off to a good start, 
Niemeyer said collections of 
old paint and the processing 
involved must be balanced by 
continued buying of recycled 
merchandise. 

“Otherwise all you’re mak- 
ing is more expensive trash,” 
she said.

Tires light up UE plant

Union Electric officials will 
acknowledge their tires-to-en- 
ergy operation isn’t a prolific 
moneymaker 

However, it does save coal 
and landfill space, and when 
operating it can provide 
enough power to illuminate the 
equivalent of 200,000 light bulbs 
with 100-watt capacity. 

“Its real value is that it 
saves a lot of landfill space,” 
said Udo Heinze, manager of 
fossil fuels for UE. 

Since November 1992, the 
company’s Sioux Plant in St. 
Charles County has burned 
more than three million dis- 
carded tires. 

Middlemen buy the tires 
from auto repair businesses 
and other places that collect 
old tires. They slice the tires 
into 1-inch-square chips, then 
sell them to UE. The tire chips 
are burned in cyclone boilers 
in a 21-story plant covering 
nearly 1,000 acres. 

The plant itself is capable of 
generating 1,050 megawatts of 





electricity. The mix of materi- 
als burned at the plant con- 
tains 2 percent chipped tires. 
The tire-burning operation

Heinze said the amount of 
tire chips has increased since 
the operation began 

He said the plant currently 
burns about 1.5 million tires 
per year, and hopes to reach 
2.5 million to 3 million tires in 
the future 

“We try to do it on a con- 
Stant basis; we don’t try to 
batch it, Heinze said of how 
often the plant burns the tire 
chips.

A sample trash disposal bill 
sent to Pagedale residents by 
E&H Hauling Co. shows the 
person whose throwaway hab- 
its the bill is based on would 
have paid $36.31 to have. the 
rubbish removed for the April- 
through-June period. 

Pagedale residents don’t pay 
a separate trash-collection fee 
because their taxes cover 
E&H’s costs. The company, 
however, started a program to 
encourage recycling by show- 
ing residents how much they 
would have paid. City and 
company officials hope it 
encourages recycling 

The sample bill sent to 1,200 
households in Pagedale last 
week shows the weight of the 
trash disposed of at a home 
during the three-month period. 
The resident disposed of 1,276 
pounds of trash. At 12-cents- 


per-pound landfill fees, the res- 
ident would have been charged 
$15.31 plus $7 a month basic 
service fee for the three-month 
period. 

Weekly trash weights on this 
representative bill ranged from 
43 pounds discarded on June 23 
to 266 pounds thrown away on 
May 12. 


The bill details such things 
as the date and time of the 
pickup as well as the weight of 
the pickup that day and the fee 
that would have been charged 
to the resident had a separate 
landfill fee been assessed. 


The flyer accompanying the 
bill encourages residents to 
“reduce, reuse, recycle’ such 
things as aluminum, steel and 
tin cans; glass (brown, green 
and clear); plastics; and news- 
print.

“We're experiencing a mild 
drought,”’ he said. 

The corn crop this summer 
will fall hundreds of thousands 
of bushels short of the- near 
bumper crop in 1996, when 
corn yields hit 150 to 180 bush- 
els an acre on some farms. 

“It's terribly dry in the corn 
and soybean fields,’’ said God- 
frey Mayor Michael Campion, 
a farmer. ‘Corn and soybeans 
look bad.” 

“It’s probably the driest 
summer since 1988,"’ said John 
Nolan, director of the Macou- 
pin County Farm Service 
Agency.

It is rather obvious that an 
individual (or married couple) 
pays income tax on their 
income. 

To most people, the meaning 
of the term. “‘income” is clear 
Unfortunately, the Internal 
Revenue Service doesn’t quite 
see it that way. There are sev- 
eral ways tax can be owed by 
an individual without any actu- 
al income having been 
received. There are also sever- 
al ways actual income can be 
received without any tax liabil- 
ity. 

A good basis on which to 
operate is that any current 
economic benefit is subject to 
income tax. For example, if a 
creditor agrees to forgive a 
loan of $1,000 you owe him, 
you have received an economic 
benefit of $1,000 and will own 
income tax on that amount, 
even though you did not actu- 
ally receive $1,000 of income. 

Another example of current 
economic benefit occurs if an 
employer purchases a life 
insurance policy on the life of 
an employee. If the employee 
has the right to name the ben-

economic benefit of a year’s 
insurance. 

As I said above, there are 
also a number of ways to 
receive income without it cre 
ating a tax liability. The most 
familiar of these are the death 
benefit from a life insurance 
policy and anything received 
as a gift or inheritance. Tax on 
the latter, if any, is imposed 
on the donor, not the donee 

The only important thing to 
remember is that ‘‘income’’ 
for federal tax purposes is a 
lot more (and less) than mon- 
ey received, and care should 
be taken to ensure both that 
all items required to be includ- 
ed on a tax return have been, 
and that all items which may. 
be excluded have been.

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Tigers pay 
tribute to 
Les Mueller 


Fittingly, the Detroit Tigers 
retired jersey No. 16 on July 27 
in tribute to lefthanded pitcher 
Hal Newhouser, who in 1945 
became the only player in 
major league baseball history 
to win back-to-back Most Valu- 
able Player awards. 

Of no surprise, though, dur- 
ing the weekend ceremonies 
recognizing Newhouser, the 
name of Les Mueller ‘drew 
additional memories of the °45 
season when the Tigers won 
the World Series over the Chi- 
cago Cubs, 

You see, on July 21, 1945, 
Mueller entered the record 
books when he pitched 1924 
innings as the Tigers starter 
against Philadelphia in a game 
that ended in a 1-1 tie after 24 
innings. It remains the longest- 
played tied game in the history 
of the American League 

Prior to attending the events 
recognizing Newhouser, Muell- 
er was the subject of a lengthy 
feature in the July issue of 
Sports Collectors Digest. Since 
then, Mueller has been plagued 
by autograph seekers through- 
out the United States 

“‘We never had_ baseball 
cards when I played, but I’ve 
had a photo of myself that I’ve 
Signed often,”’ Les said the oth- 
er day from’ his home in Mill- 
stadt. 

A-guest of the Tigers with 
his son Roger, an assistant 
baseball. coach at Belleville 
West High School, Mueller said 
he was asked often while in 
Detroit about the long game. 

“What a lot of people do not 
Know is that the game was 
Stopped because a league 
rule prohibiting using the 
lights at a day game in those 
days,’’ Mueller said. ‘‘And, 
when we made up that game 
with Philadelphia, we played a 
16-inning game, meaning we 
played 40 innings to determine 
@ winner.’” 

Mueller had a 6-8 record and 
3.68 earned run average and 
pitched two scoreless innings 
of relief in the ‘45 World 
Series, but he does not consid- 
er the long game as the main 
reason for the arm problems 
that shortened the tall righ- 
thander’s career 

“In the early part of the 1946 
season after I had been sent 
down by Detroit, I pitched two 
complete games in four days 
for (Class AAA) Buffalo,’’ 
Mueller said. 

“After the second game, I 
came up with a really sore 
arm. I couldn’t raise my arm 
to_comb my hair.”’ 

Introduced to a crowd of 
over 20,000 fans by Newhouser 
as one of seven players 
remaining from the '45 Tigers, 
Mueller drew praise from the 
only Detroit-born player elect- 
ed to the Hall of Fame. 

“Les Mueller is one of the 
nicest people I had the chance 
to meet in pro ball,’’ said 
Newhouser, who had teamed 
with the Belleville native in 
Beaumont, Texas, before and 
after Mueller completed a 
three-year Army stint during 
World War Il. 

“I never knew why they 
didn’t keep him on the team in 
1946,” Newhouser was quoted 
as Saying: 

Obviously, Newhouser recall- 
ed the opening game of the 
season when Mueller was sent 
to the minor leagues. 

In Mueller’s words: ‘‘The 
opening day game in Detroit 
was just about to start. They 
hadn’t played the national 
anthem yet, and I was in the

This is 
extremely fun for all the play- 
ers and for all the parents.’’ 

“This has been a very good 
experience,"’ said Pedro Ortiz 
Moguel, whose son, Sergio, 
pitched to one batter in a relief 
appearance on Thursday 
“This area (of the country) is 
beautiful. The people, the fam- 
ilies, are wonderful.” 

Estuardo and Chiqui Dacar. 
et, whose son Gerardo went 


two for four on Thursday and . 


turned in a stellar defensive 
performance at third base, 
were also thrilled by the over-

““This is a lot of fun,’’ he 
said. ‘But, it’s hot. It’s much 
cooler at home. But I love this 
and I love being here.’”’ 
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Four Guatemala errors led 
to four El Salvador runs in the 
top of the first inning. The 
margin moved to 5-0 after 2% 
innings. 

In the top of the third, with 
two on, two out, and one run 
already across the plate, 
Dacaret Martinolli backhanded 
a hard smash down the third 
base line and stepped on the 
bag, making a tough play look 
easy, and ending both the El 
Salvador threat and the top of 
the third 

Dacaret Martinolli walked to 
load the bases with one out in 
the bottom of the third. The 
next batter blooped a single to 
left center, scoring the runner 
from third and giving Guate- 
mala its first run of the game. 

Ramazzini Garcia, who had 
made the catch of the game in 
the top of the second when he 
raced to his left and speared a 
hard liner headed for the gap 
in right-center, made another 
reat catch in the top of the 
ifth.

It was an admirable perfor- 
mance by a team from a coun- 
try where, unlike many Latin 
American nations, baseball is 
not a big sport. 1 

“‘Baseball is a little sport.in 
Guatemala,”’ said Ingrid Soler 
Hermes, the mother of Alvaro, 
who. plays second base. “It’s 
just too expensive in Guatema- 
a to.play baseball. One ball 
costs about $6. Everybody 
likes to see the baseball game, 
but nobody likes to pay for it.”” 

But, it is not just economics, 
but geography as well, that 
makes the sport a tough sell in 
the 45,000-square mile Central 
American country boardering 
Mexico. Guatemala City, with 
a population of 2 million, has 
only two baseball dia nds. 
The Guatemalan team was 
able to practice on one dia- 
mond, for one hour twice a 
week, though many players 
had to travel 45 minutes to an 
hour across the city just to 
reach-the field. 

Still, the Guatemalans 

layed their hearts out “on 

hursday, and still had’ a 
chance on Friday against Bra- 
zil to pick up their first win. 
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On the second day, Jakitch 
shot a 38 on the front nine and 
faced the difficult back nine, 
where he shot the course 
record of 31.

Musicians will bring home the blues

The patriarch of blues music 

in St. Louis soon will be in the 
stage spotlight again 

Henry Townsend, 89, a long- 
time blues performer, will be 
honored at the sixth annual St. 
Louis Blues Heritage Festival, 
Aug. 15 through 17 at Buder 
Park, off Highway 141 just 
north of Interstate 44, 

More than 55 national and 
regional acts — including Rock 
’n’ Roll Hall of Fame member 
Jerry Lee Lewis, former Drift- 
er Ben E. King, swamp boogie 
queen Katie Webster and the 
“Duke of Earl’’ Gene Chandler 

will perform on five outdoor 
stages at the 78-acre park. 

The festival will run from 5 
p.m. to midnight Friday, noon 
to midnight Saturday: and 
noon to 11:15 p.m. Aug. 17. 

Lewis and Chandler will per- 
form Aug. 17, while Webster 
and Townsend will take the 
stage Aug. 15 

The festival will also pay 
special tribute Aug. 16 to the 


greatest female vocalists, 
including Sugar Pie DeSanto, 
Bettye LaVette, Mable John 
and Laura Lee 

This year’s event is likely to 
attract the largest crowd in 
the festival’s history, Burke 
said. He expects 55,000 to 
60,000 people to attend over the 
three days.

Everyone loves the thought of lower monthly mortgage 
payments.

Know Your Break-even Point 

Homeowners who decide to refinance should be aware of 
the costs involved. When you refinance, you pay off an 
existing mortgage and take out a new one. Since, in effect, 
you are applying for a new mortgage, you’re required to 
pay many of the same expenses associated with a new 
mortgage, including fees for application Processing, a cred- 
it check, appraisal, title search and title insurance, attor- 
neys fees, and other related closing costs. In most cases, 
you'll also pay points. 

Check With Your Current Lender 

Before you start shopping around, it’s a good idea to 
check with your current lender. Your lender might be will- 
ing to waive certain closing costs or agree to ‘‘modify’’ 
your current loan without a complete refinancing.

BELLEVILLE AREA COLLEGE 
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Area-wide study may prove 
vital in cancer treatment

About 14,000 people in the St. 
Louis area will be involved in 
what is described as a land- 
mark study of screenings for 
prostate, lung, colorec and 
ovarian cancers. 

The study is being conducted 
at 10 locations throughout the 
United States. 

More than 148,000 people 
nationwide will participate in 
the 14-year study. It will deter- 
mine whether screening tests 
are useful in detecting these 
cancers at early stages, and if 
so, whether treating them ear- 
lier saves or prolongs a per- 
son’s life, said Ann Desai, a 
nurse and study coordinator 
for Washington University’s 
School of Medicine. 

The study is sponsored by 
the National Cancer Institute. 
The Washington University 
Division of Urologic Surgery is 
conducting the study locally. 

Each year, more than 250,000 
people in the U.S. die from 
prostate, lung, colorectal jor 
ovarian cancers. 

More than 8,000 local volun- 
teers already are participating 
in the study, which began in 
November 1993. However} 
another 6,000 people will be 
recruited in order to meet the 
14,000 quota for the St. Louis 
study area by Sept. 29, 1999. 

Volunteers must be between 
the ages of 55 and 74, the ages 
at which these four cancers 
are most prevalent, Desai 
said. Volunteers must not be 
undergoing treatment for any 
cancer; not have cancer of the 
prostate, lungs, colon, rectum 
or ovaries; and not be taking 
the drugs Tamoxifen or Pros- 
car. 

The study group is divided 
into.two halves, said Wanda 
Robitison, a recruiter for the 
study. Half of the people 
receive screening tests to 
detect cancer for the first four 
years they participate. The 
rest,do not receive the tests. 
People in both groups provide 
information about their health 
every year for up to 14 years 

After the 14-year study peri- 
od, ‘the two groups will be 
compared to see whether the

Public Trustee of the Social 
Security and Medicare Trust 
Funds.

won't be any money (in the 
federal budget) for anything 
other than’’ Social Security, 
Medicare and debt 
servicing, Campbell said. 

The problems make up a 
long list: 

» Money in Social 
Security’s trust fund is 
loaned to other government 
Programs, not used for real 
assets such as private 
pensions. 

» The program, funded by 
a 2 percent tax, originally 
Was set up as a safety net, 
so no one would be destitute 
in retirement, but many now 
depend on Social Security 
for retirement income on 
payroll taxes of 12.4 percent. 

» There are inequities. As 
Lamm pointed out, ‘‘The 
average person ‘who pays 
(Social Security taxes) is 
worth less than the average 
Person who gets (benefits).’’ 

» More and more people 
from the baby boom 
generation of the 1950s soon 
will be retiring, putting a 
bigger demand on the 





payroll taxes by nearly 
one-third; cutting benefits; 
limiting recipients based on 
their other retirement 


income; making personal 
retirement accounts 
mandatory; and increasing 
the minimum retirement 
age. 

“Tt’s better that we get on 
with it sooner rather than 
later,”’ said Walker, who 
projected that Social 
Security will start spending 
more than it takes in 
annually within about 12 or 
15 years, and within about 35 
years, be out of money. 

He said the solution will 
have to come through higher 
retirement ages, limits on 
benefits for those with other 
incomes, and mandatory 
Savings accounts into which 
workers would contribute 
through their career and 
then use to supplement 
Social Security in 
retirement. 

Another suggestion would 
lower the rate of increase 
for Social Security payment 
adjustments. 

Lamm said the crunch will

sion with AutoStick. AutoStick allows the dri- 
ver to shift the transmission manually: 
which was perfect for the twists-and.turns of 
the coast highway because it was ‘easy to 
hold the car in lower gears to slow for turns 

In AutoStick mode the gear lever was’a bit 
sloppy, and it took a hefty nudge to execute 
shifts. I have driven numerous AutoStick 
models in the past and none were like this, so 
our car’s linkage must have been an aberra- 
tion 

The Mitsubishi-built V-6 engine has 168 
horsepower, enough to give snappy accelera 
tion and relaxed cruising. Even though we 
encountered steep grades on the rough and 
torturous Fish Rock Road, south of 
Mendocino, it still had power in reserve 

As you can imagine, we spent much of the 
time with the top down. Lowering it took 
almost no effort and very little time, which 
made it ideal.When it was cold, we left the 
side windows up and turned on the heater to 
keep warm. Wind blast was minimal, and 
with the side windows down it was even qui- 
eter. The rear-mounted radio antenna whis 
tled like crazy at 60 mph, but we couldn't 
hear it with the top up. We usually turned the 
radio off when the top was down so as not to 
be bothered by the’ whistle 

The top’ is lined to absorb sound and has a 
flass rear window, but when it was up there 
was a fair lant of wind noise at high- 
Way speeds. That's nearly always the case 
for convertibles 

#Even though the body structure has been 
Téinforced to compensate for the lack of a 
top, there was *seme minor shaking over 
bumpy roads.

The front seats are wide and accommo- 
datin yet have adequate lateral and lum 
bar support that makes them comfortable 
for long hours behind the wheel. The seat 
belts are built into the seats, which is excel- 
lent because they always fit right no matter 
how the seat is adjusted. They also free up 
Access to the back seat 

During our week in northern California, 
Sebring: convertibles were as. plentiful as 
sunshine, which is a tes ent to the /car’s 
popularity. It is sporty, stylish; reasonably 
priced, gets decent gas mileage and has 
reom for four. That makés-it practiéal as 
well as fun, and you can’t ask convertibles to 
do much more than that 

Our test car’s base price ‘was $24,760 
Standard equipment included air condition- 
ing, power windows, remote keyless entry, 
power mirrors, power driver’s seat, AM/FM 
stereo cassette, 16-inch ‘alloy ‘wheels, rear 
window defroster, tilt steering wheel)-cruise 
control and anti-lock brakes. 

Options included the V-6 engine, AutoStick 
transmission and California emissions con. 
trols 

The sticker price was $26,460. 

The basic warranty is for three years or 
36,000 miles
